Now as Chriſts Croſſe was His Altar, where He offcred Himſelfe for us ; ſo the 
Church hath an Altar alſo, whereir offereth it ſelfe : not Chriſtum in capite, but Chri. 
ſtum in membris, not Chriſt the Head properly (but onely by commemoration) bur 
Chriſt the Members. Fot,Chriſt cannot be offered truly,and properly,no more bur 
once upon the Croſſe : For Hee cannot bee offered againe; no more than Hee 
can be dead againe: and dying, and ſhedding bloud,as He did upon the Croſſe : and 
not dying, and not ſhedding bloud, as inthe Euchariſt, cannot be exe Aion of Chriſt 
offered on the Croſſe,and of Chriſt offered in the Church atthe Altar by the Prieſt, by 
Repreſentation only,no morethan Chriſt and the Przeft are one perſon: and therefore 
though in the Croſſe and the Euchariſt there be 1dem ſacrificitum, the ſame ſacrificed 
thing, that is the Body and Bloxd of Chriſt, offered by Chriſt to His Father on the 
Crofle,and received and participated by the Comunicants inthe Sacrifice of the Al. 
tar ; yet 1dem ſacrificium quoad attionem ſacrificii, or ſacrificandi,it is impoſſible there 
ſhould be the ſame ſacrifice,underſtanding by ſacrifice the aFionof ſacrifice. Forthen, 
the Aion of Chriſts ſacrifice, which is long fince paſt, ſhould continue as long as 
the Eucharift ſhall endure, even unto the worlds end ; and his Cobngan 4 is not 
yet finiſhed : And dying and not dying,ſhedding of bloud and nor ſhedding of bloud, 
and ſuffering and nor ſuffering connot poſſibly be one atFion : and the Repreſentation 
of an AQtion cannot be the .A#isn it ſclfe. | 

And thisconceipt was unknqwne to Antiquity. All the Fathers held it a ſacr/- 


fice, onely becauſe it is a Rrpreſentation or Commemoration of the True ſacrifice of 


Chriſt uponthe Croſſe ; evenas our Saviour commanded, Doe this in remembrance of 
me. Saint LAuguſtine ſaith, Hajus ſacrificii caro & ſanguis, ante adventum Chrifii, 
per vittimas fimilitudinum promittebatur : "in paſfione Chriſti, per ipſam Ferirarem rea. 
debatur : poſt aſcenſ' um C riſti, per Sacramentum memorie c ele atar, &c. And Saint 
Chryſoſtome, Hoe eft exemplar illius,Fro And Thomas Aquinas giving the reaſonof 
the diverſe Names given to this Sacrament ſaith, thatir hath a triple ſignification, 
1 Reſpei?s pateriti, onein reſpedt of the Time paſt, inaſmuch as it is commemorative 
ofthe Lox vs Paſſion, which is called a true ſacrifice ; andaccording to this, ir is 
called a ſacrifice, 2 Reſpetin preſents, inreſpeR ofthe preſent, thar is, of the Yaity 

, men are gathered by this Sacrament, and according 


Chriſt, andare partakers of His Fleſh and Deity. 3. ReſpetFs futnri, inreſpeR of 
that which isrocome, inaſmuch asthis Sacrament is prefiguratve of the fruition of 
G oÞ», which ſhall bein heaven ; and accordingly it is called viaticum, becauſe it 
heere furniſherh us in the way, that leads us thicher. Againe it is called the Es 
chariſt ; that is, bone gratis, the good grace, becaule eternall life us the grace of God, 
Rom. VI. orelſe, becauſe it really containes Chriſt, whois fel of grace. Iris al- 
ſo called Metalepfis, or 4[ſumptio, becauſe by it we aſſume the Deity of the Sonne. 
All this, Part. ITI. 2., LXXII. Artic.III. in corpere. And in his Anſwer a4 [11 ”, 
he addeth, That this Sacrament is called a Sacrifice, inaſmuch asit doth repreſent 
the Pſion of Chriſt ; it is likewiſe called Hoftia an Hoſt, inaſmuch as it conrainerh 
Chriſt Himſelfe, who is Heftia ſalutzris, Ephel. V. h 
Here is a Repreſent ative,or Commemorative, and Participated Sacrifice of the Paſon 
of Chriſt, the True ſecrifice,that is paſt ; and here is an Ewchariſtical ſacrifice - bur tor 
any Externall Proper facrifice, eſpecially as ſacrifice doth ſignific the Aion of ſacrifi. 
e#ng, here is not one word. And therefore thisis a new conceipt of latter men,fince 
Thomas his time,unknowne to him,and a meere Novelliſme. And the Cures as bad 


35 the Diſeaſe : Though Thomas gives no other reaſons, why ir is called a [ acrifice, 


yet (ſay they) Thomas denieth it not. For, that is plainly to confeſſe that this is bur a 
patch added to Antiquity.

And it Chriſt be ſacrificed daily in the Eutherift, aces 
cording tothe A770” of ſacrifice,and it be oneandthe ſame ſacrifice offered by Chriſt 
onthe Croſſe, and the Prieſt ar the Altar, then can it not be a fr. 797 of that ſa- 
erifice which i paſt, becauſeir is one andthe ſame ſacrifice and aids preſent. 
Therefore Saint Paul proceeds inthe XV. Verſe : By him thereforelet us offer the 
ſacrifice of praiſe to God cominnally, that is, the fruit of our lips giving thankes to His 
Name. Let w offeruptoGo » ; Chriſtians then have an offering : and ler us offer up 
to Go Þ continually ; this is the ground of the daily Sacrifice of Chriſtians, that an- 
ſwereth to thedaily ſacrifice ofthe Iewes. And this ſacrifice of praiſe and thanks may 
well be underſtood the Euchariſt, in which we chiefly praiſe and thanke God for this 
his chiefe and great bleſſing of our Redemption. And this and all other Sacrifices of 
the Church external or ſpiritual muſtbe offercd up and accepted per Ipſam,in,by,and 
through Chriſt.S.Pawl ſaith not,/pſwm offeramw,Ler us offer Him(thar is)Chriſt; but 
letus offer and ſacrifice per Ipſum by him, in whom only we and our ſacrifices are ac- 
cepted. And Rom.XII.l. 0fferte corpora, Offer yoor bodies living ſatrifices, holy and ac. 
ceptable to God, which # your reaſonable ſervice : f is not Corpora ſive Animi,not bodics 
withour ſoules ; For inthem withour ſoules, there is no lifeno bolineſſe,no accepting 5 
and this is mans reaſe able ſervice , all elſe is without reaſon. And S. Peter (the firſt 
Pope,as they reckon him,who I am aſſured had infallibility) ſaith I Pe..II. V,Ze alſo 
4s lively ſtones are built up a ſpiritual houſe, and holy Prieithood,to offer ap ſpirituall Sacri- 
fices acceptable to God, per Ipſum Chriſtum, by Ix. sUus Cur1isT. AndS. lames 
(Chap.I. Ver.X VIII. Jrels us, that tothis end God begat ws by his word of trath,that we 
might” be primitie creaturarum : not offer to God the firſt fruits of our fields or cattle, 
bur that we might offer up our ſelves as firſt fraits ro God, So all the Offerings of the 
Church arethe'Church it ſelfe'; and Chriſt the Head offered corpme naturale, his natu- 


rall Body; his ſoule and fleſh for a ſacrifice, for the ranſome and price of our fin,ther- 
by purchaſing eternall redemption, Heb. X. XL. and by this one offcring He perfeted for

ever them that are ſanttified,Nerſe XIII. Neither doth Chriſt there (that is) in heaven, 


where he now appeares in the preſence of God,offer often,or any more for us,but this 
ofice ;there is appearing, but no offering. And the Apoſtle gives the reaſon of ir. For 
then he muſt have often ſuffered ſincethe foundation of the world, Heb. IX. 24, 25, 
26, He appeares in heaven as our High Prieſt, and makes interceſiion for us ; bur Hee 
offers his nagurall body no more bur once, becauſe he ſ#ffers bur once. No offeringof 
Chriſt(by S: Paulsrule)withiout the [»ffering of Chriſt: che Prieſt cannor offer Chriſts 
naturall body without the ſsffering of Chriſts naturall body, 

So likewiſe the Church, which is Chriſts myſticall body, offers nor Chriſts natu- 
rall body : it hath no power to offer the naturall body, which is proper ro Chriſt on« 
ly, Pono animam & nemo tollit ,notthe Church,nor they thatare not the Church. And 
thete isnd ſuchthing in Scripture, nor I preſume can eaſily be ſhewed ovir of any of 
the probable and undoubted Fathers, but the Church offers corpus wwyſticam, Chriſts 
myſticall body (thar is, it ſelfe)to God in herdaily Sacrifice.

A man would thinke, the precepr need not be ſo ſtritly urged and incul- 
cated,andthat inthe negative which binds $ emper & ad it emper,and therefore never to 
be forgotten, The Moraliſt gives a good Rule, Homo in homine calamitoſo miſericors, 
meminit ſui : T hat man that 1s merciful toa manin miſery and calamity, remembers 
himfelfe : he might have beene in miſery and need, as well as his afflicted neighbour, 
if Go » had ſodiſpoled. Is irſucha matter, ro be ſomuch and ſo often inculcated £ 
Can a man forger himſelfe © or can any man thinke that, that which falsto another 
man, might not fall upon him © Equall in Nature and grace,may alſo beequall in i= 
ſery,if G o Þ will: Yes ſurely there is need; for,he thatbeheld his face inthe glaſle, 
lames 14 24. he went away, & ftatim oblitzs eff ; ſtraight-way he forgetteth his owne 
ſhape, his owne ſpots and deformities, amends none of them, never thinkes onthein 
more, till he comes tothe glaſſe againe : be thegleſſe never ſo true, never ſo pure, 
even as pureas the word of Goo it ſelfe, yetſo often as he comes, ſo often he for- 
gets, therefore nothing is more needfull than this 70: forgetting. 
Andthe truth is, moſtmen are like tothe young man, that ſaid to our'S av r- 
our Cuxxlsr: Alltheſethings, the Commandements of G © v, cn#0d:;vi ab a.

' But howſoever ill gotten, worſe impriſoned and debarred thelight of the Sunne : 
and worſt of all ſoſpent,that withthem, theſoule,and life,and heavenitr ſelfe is ſpent 
and loſt : yet the truth is, they are then beſt kept, when they are well expended, and 
never berter, than on the poore afflicted members of C n x'r 5 r, than inbuying of 
heaven. Burif you will makea true conjunction indeed, they are then bene recondirs, 
when bene erogats ; well ſtored and laid up, whenthey are well laid out. Reconde in ft 
»a payperum; The beſt houſe rolay them up, is to put them into the box and boſome 
of the poore*: for, that indecd is the ſafeſt and ſureft Treaſury, ſafer than the Temple 
it ſclfe,the {7ving Temples of Gop : A Treaſury Sine fure, Sine verme ; without thiefe, 
without worme ; whatſoever is pur there, defertur Deo; the poore man will carry itto 
G © , out of whoſe hands it can never betaken. 

Notthe gold-making Iuggling'att, which 
under the name of gold-making,is the conſumerot gold: butthe arr of turning earth 
into heaven, and earthly almes into celeſtiall riches ; dando, celeſtes fiunt, theſetran- 
ſtory earthly things procure usthe unſpeakable riches and treaſures of heaven- Ati 


now conſider, Cornelius's Almes and prayers aſcended as a memoriall ro G © », arid 
procured the great grace of the knowledge of Cu n 158 r,andthe gy tof the Hor Y 
Gnosr : And Dorcas'satmes obtained her Reſurrettionto life: Go D remembred 


them both, and ſhall we forget to doe good and diſtribute our almes, which have that 
force, that Go Þ willnever forgetthem ? . 


G 0» cannot forget them, if wee doe remember, and pefforme them : Nay 
Go» holds them at a great rate, Heaccepts them-as ſacrifices, and ſuch ſacrifices as 
both pacific and pleaſe Him. Talibus ſacrificis, with ſuch ſacrifices G o v is pleaſed ; 
talibus,with theſe of Praiſe and Almes; and with all thoſe that are like,or of the ſame 
nature with theſe. Not with the ſacrifices of Nature and Moſes's Law : ſuch are both 
AMortua; and mortifera; dead in themiclves, and mortiferous and deadly to all that 
ſhall uſe them.

No morethen to doe with theſacrifice pecors trucidats, of the {laine beaſts ; that 
is paſt:but cords contriti,with the ſacrifice of a broken and contriteheart:that was from 
the beginning,and ſoſhall continue acceptable to God even to the end : the ſpiritual ſa- 
crifice, or the ſacrifice of the ſoule and ſpirit, thar is it, which Godever accepted inthe 
ſacrifice of His Sowne C n x 1 3 r,even from the firſt Adam, tothe laſt Son of Adam, 
the laſt man that ſhall live at thelaſt day, And God hath beene andis weary of carnall 
and externallſacrifice,and negleed,yea,rejeRed it, for defaultand want of the inward 


© ſacrifice, but of this i#ward and ſpiritual ſacrifice G o » will never be weatied with it. 


Inwvecal prayer and fafting;and outward Almes,and thelike,there may be Niminm, 
too much; but of inwardprajer and faſting from fin, and compeF1on and mercy, _ 
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can never be nimium, too much; nay, not ſatis, not enough ; for G © » calls for all, 


and all we are not ableto performe which we owe. Sothen, the ſacrificia muſt be 
talia : ſuch ſacrifices,thar is, ſpiritual. | 


And they beſacrificis,in the plurall number, ſacrifices :the ſacrifice repreſentative, 


or memoriallof Cunrsr's ſacrifice, the Exchariſt, which is truly the ſacrifice of 
praiſe; and the daily ſacrifice, of our ſelves, our ſoules and bodies in devotion and ado- 
rationto Go v. Andthe ſacrifice of Mercy and Almes (both here recorded) theſe 


be the ſacrifices here mentioned thar plea 


5 God :andall others not here mentioned, 
that arc included in the talibas'infuch like ſacrifices, Go Þ is pleaſed. 


And be the number of them as great as any man pleaſe ro make them, yet be- 
cauſe they are all reducible rorhree, I will compriſe them in the number of rhree, 
Firſt, Sacrificium cardis contriti,the ſacrifice of the contrite and broken heart,as before, 
which we renderto Godin our Repentance, and {ighes and teares for our finnes. The 
ſecond, Sacrificiumcordi grati,the ſacrifice of rhe thankfull heart ,inpraiſe and thank(- 
giving to Go, called here, the ſacrifice of praiſe. The third, Sacrificium cordis pit, 
the ſacrifice of a pious and merciful heart, in compaſſion and workes of Mercie, and 
Almes-deeds, called here, doing good and diſtributing. 

All theſe, andevery one of theſe, which are indeed but the yariations,or diverſe 
2ffcions of one and the ſame hearr,they are the talia ſacrificia: ſuch ſacrifices which 
G o Þ accepts. Saint Bernard wasa skilfull confeQtioner, he made three rare and moſt 
odoriferous Ovntments of them, moſt pleafing unto G o v Himſelfe: The firſt,/n- 
nentum contritionts, the oyntment of Contrition, made of the ſighes of rhe heart, and 
the #eares of the eyes, the confeſſion and prayers of the tongue, the revenge,thejudge- 
ment, and execution done upon our owne ſoules, for our finnes : And this compundcti- 
on of heart, though it be all made of bitrer and ſharpe poynant ingredients, yet the 
more ſowre it is, the ſweeter and more welcome it isto GoÞ. The ſecond is Yn. 


Leextum pictatis : the oyntment of Piety and compaſſion, made up of the miſeries and 


the 94nts of the poorez wherein the greater is the miſery, the greater is the mercy; and 
the more fellow-feeling and compaſſion of the preſſures of the poore,the more 0do- 


riferous is this ſacrifice to pacifie Go »'s wrath. Thethirdis um devotions, 
the oyntment of Devotion, befor ma; it ſelfein praiſe and thankſgiving, by the re. 
membrance of His manifold bleſſings and graces ; which cannot bur be acceptable 
unto G © », becauſe though praiſe and glory be nothing unto G o », who cannot 


be encreaſed by the breath of a mortal man; yer becauſe it is all the Rent and tribute _ 


that man can render to his Go », whereof to rob G o v is the greateſt ſacriledge, ir 
35 an oyncment moſt welcometo G o Þ z the rather, becauſe manever did himſclfe 
the moſt hurt, when he kept glory backe from Go » and aſcribed it to himſelfe. In 
the L 1. Pſalme,The 0yntment of Contrition is accepted of G o v,witha Non defpicies: 
the ſacrifice ofthe broken and contrite heart, G o » will not deſþiſe. The 0yntment of 
compaſſion in this place, is accepted of G 0 », with deleFatur Deus + with ſuch ſacri- 
fices Go v ispleaſed. The Oyutment of Praiſe goes ſomewhat higher with an Hoxe- 
rificat me : he that offers me praiſe he honoureth me, Pſal.L. So the contrite heart,the 
mercifall heart, and the thankful heart ; Talibus ſacrificits, with ſuch ſacrifices G o p 

is pleaſed : all of theſe together, and every one of theſe ſeverally, andall others like 
unto theſe, they doe war and pleaſe, and delight G o v Himlſelte: 


Placatur ar conciliatar, G o d is pacified orteconciled,as ſome reade: Deledtatar, 
G © d is pleaſed or delighted. Hilareſcit, orpwulcbreſcit, Go » is cheered or lookes 
upon ns with a ſerene or pleaſant countenance: But the Yalgar will have it Proaere- 
tur Dews, Gov is promerited, in favour of merits. I will not much ftand upon the 
word ; beit promeretur, in the Fathers ſenſe, in which, erit is via obtinend;, the way

Bur thc wordinthe ſenſe,ſignifies no more but this,that G o vis pleaſed 
orat moſt pacified with fuch ſacrifices: and this is remarkable, that the ſame word, 
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Hebr. X1.VI. ſignifies onely, G 0 Þ is well pleaſed, when it is ſpoken of faith. For, 
without faichir is impoſſible to pleaſe G o Þ, tvawriru: but here, wwarciow, muſtbe Pro. 
meriti, as if workes were more meritorious than faith : when all the merits of workes 
proceed from grace and faith, as the goodneſle of the fruit is fromthe root, and the 
{ſappe thereof. And ſo, G o » may be both pacifed and pleaſed, and yet no merit 
in #s, but acceptationin G © Þ : for the beſt workes and ſacrifices and righteouſneſſe in 
man, areſo farre from true merit, out of any dignitie, or condignitie of the worke,thar 
they cannot ſtand before G o Þ withour mercy and grace; The beſt and moſt lauda- 
blelife of the beſt man, hatha Y#, or Wee, lying uponir, Si ſine miſericordia diſcutia- 
tur, if it come to be diſcuſſed without _ : andin the diſtrict judgement of G oo, 
no man,no not the man after God's owne heart dare enter,bur prayes againſtit,Ne 5x- 
tres injudicium cum ſervotuo, Enter notinto judgement with thy ſervant O Lox » 
(Pſalme CX LIV.ITI.)andwhy * For, no fleſh is righteous in thy ſight : no fleſh, no 
an righteous or juſtified, then ſurely no true merit, 

Braſſe or copper money may be madecurrant by the Kings Proclamation, but Kill 
it is but braſſe and copper, and wants of the true value of gold and filver : and good 
workes, and 79 doe goodand diſtribute, may goeforcurrant, by G o »'s promiſe, and 
receive a reward out of juſtice,but Iuſtice with z#ercy - for,there is Iuftitiain reddendo, 
Iuſtice in giving the Crowne according to his promiſe : but there is Miſericordia in 
promittendo ; Mercy that triumpheth over juſtice, in promiſing to give and infinite re- 
ward, to a finite worke, as heaven for a Cup of cold water,or bread, or drinke,or clothes 
and the like : and betweene the kingdome of heaven, and the crowne of glory, and eter- 
zall life, which is infinite, and a few crummes, or drops, or rags, which are ſcantſo 
much as finite, there is no equalitic. Inter finitum & infinitum nulla et proportio - 
there is noproportion betweene that which is finite, and that which is #»finite. So that 
as much asinfinite doth exceed that which is finite, ſo much doe G o v's infinite re- 
wards, excced the be#t finite workes, of the beſt man. And the Rule of the School in 
this is true: Go Þ puniſhes citra condignum, leſſethan we deſerve ; fo rhere 15 mercy 
in Gov's Iuſtice and puniſhments : and Go Þ rewards ultra meritum, beyond our 


merit or deſert ; andſocternall lifeis the grace and Fee gift of G op. 
Inſomuch that we may thus reſolve: Firſt, Non tenetur Dews : G 0 Þ is not bound 


rogive usany reward for any dignity or worthineſſe of our workes. Secondly, Nyn 
Meremur nos, we deſerve nothing, but are #nprofitable ſervants, and our beſt workes 
are unperfeR, and fall ſhort of that perfection that Law and Iuſtice doe require. 
And thirdly, Nygn deerit tamen Dews : though Go» be not bound, and man merits 
not, yet G o Þ never failed any man, that did doe any good worke, but he was ſure 
of his reward.

for Grammar and profound knowledge therein, thathe was {0 perfeRin the Gram- 
mar and Criticiſmes ot them, as it hee had utterly negleted the martterit ſelfe ; and 


yet he was ſo £xquilice and ſound inthe matter and learning of theſe Tongues, as it he 
had never regarded the Grammar, 


Scientia magua, Memoria major ,Iudicium maximgm : his Knowledge was great and 
rare, his Memery greater, and his Iudgement profoundeſt and greateſt of all ; and over 
and above all thele, Induftria infinita, his paines and induſtry was infinite : For inthe 
things,the world hath ſeenc,he uſed no man to reade for him ; as thoſe great Clerks, 
Bellarmine, and others faſhion is, to imploy whole Colledges and Societies to ſtudic 
and reade for them, and ſo furniſhthem ; he onely uſed an Amanxenſis, to tranſcribe 
that, which himſelfe had firſt written with his owne hand. - 

So that now Imay propoſe him, Yt exemplum ſine exemplo maximum, as 2 great 
Example cxample-leſle: Nec ante eum, quem ille imitaretur ; nec poſt eum, qui eum umit- 
tari & aſſ equi poſit, inventus eſt: There was none before him, whom he did imirate : 
nor none will come;after him,that will eafily overtake him : Inſfomuch thar his great 
gifts may well be taken, a little ro cloud and dver-ſhadow and obſcure all men of his 
Agcand Order : and ſurely the fame of this fingular Biſhop will become ſucha light 
to all poſterity,Yt nec bona eorum,nec mala latere patietur, twill not ſuffer neither their 
g00d, nor, their cvill tolye hid. 

Was his fame great ? Major invents eſt, Hee was ever found to be greater than 
fame made him. In whichas he was a wonderfull Mirrour of learning and learned 
en, {o he 1.5 a ſingular Lover and encourager of learning and learned men + which 
appeared in his liberality and bounty to Malſtcr Casſabon, Maſter Cluveries, Maſter 
Yofiins, Maſter Grotizs, Maſter Erpenius,whom he attempted with the offer of a very 
large ſtipend, out of his owne purſe, to draw into England, to have read and taught 
the Oriental tongues here : even as one well ſaid, O mnes quod in ſe amant, in aliis ve- 
»erantur : thoſe gifts and knowledges,which he loved in himſclfe, he honoured and 


Yewarded in others. 


When the Biſhoprickes of Ely and Salisbury were void. and ſome things were 
to be pared from them, ſome overture being madeto him to take them, hee refuſed 
them utterly : If it pleaſe youto give me leave, I will make his anſwer for him » No- 
lo Epiſcopari, quia nols alienare, I will not be made a Biſhop, becauſcI will nor aliexate 
Biſhops lands. 

Afeer this, by ſome perſwaſion he accepted of ChicheFer, yet with ſome feare 
of the burden: and after that, of Ely ; and laſt of this/pf Wixcheſter ; whence G o 5» 
hath tranſlated him to heaven: in which he freed himſelfe and his Succeſfour of a 
penſion of foure hundred pound Per annum, which many of his Predeceſſors had paid. 
He was Almoner, Deane of the Chappell, and a Privie Conneellor to King Ta w x $,and 
King CuaRtes: Inwhich heſpakeand medled littlein Civill and Temporall 
affaires,being out ofhis profeſſion andelement : but in cauſes that any way concerned 
the Church and his Calling, hee ſpake fully and hometo the purpole; that he made 
all know, that he underſtood and could ſpeake, when it concerned him, as by thoſe 
few ſpeeches whichare preſerved, you may judge, ex #ngue leonem, a wiſe man by 
his words and deeds. | 

And herein he was likethe Arke of G o Þ : all places where it reſted were bleſſed 

' by the preſenceof G o » init 3 ſo,whereſoever he came and lived,they all taſted and 
were bettered by his providence and goodneſle. Saint Gzles was reduced to him by a 
Rate toward the better maintenance of the place, and the houſe repaired. He found 
nothing in the Treaſ#ry in Pembroke- Hall;he leftin it, in ready mony « thoxſand pound. 
Being Prebend Reſidentiary in Pauls, he built the Houle in Creed-lane, belonging to his 
Prebend, and recovered it to the Church. Hee repaired the Deares lodging in We#- 
miner. When he came to Chicheſter, he repayred the Palace there, andthe houſein 


Aldingbourne. At Ely, he ſpentin Reparation of Ely-houſe in Holberne, of Ely-palace, 


at Downham, and Wiſbich Caſtle two thouſand pond. At Winchefter-houſe, at Farne- 
ham, at Waltham, and Wolveſey, likewile wo thouſand pound, 4

_ -— Trſſeemes plainely,he loved the Churches in which he was promoted and lived, 
better than he did his money, or his owne gaine. For, if we conſider theſe expences 
in his Epiſcopall Houſes, and-his moſt magnificent entertainment of his moſt graci- 
us Soveraigne King I a  s $, at Farneham,where inthreedayes he fpent chreethou- 
fand) pownd ; as great and bountifull entertainment as ever Xing I x 4 x $ received at 
a SubjeRts hand: belides he refufed ro make ſome Teaſes in his laſt yeares, which 
might have beene very beneficiall ro him, forthe good of his Succeſſour ; his reaſon 
was, Many ate #09 ready to ſpoile Biſbopricks, and few enough to uphold them : Adde to 
theſe the many 4/mes hee gave in hislite, and now at his death, and wee ſhall ſee he 
was free from all zvarice and love of money. In him, is truethat word of Saint 1ohs, 
Nolite diligere nundam : he doth not ſay, Nolite habere, but Nolite diligere, Love not 
the world: he doth not ſay, have not, poſſeſſe notthe world, orgoods of the world ; 
but lovethem not + He had them, bur he lovedthem nor : Y* diſþenſator, #t Erog ator , 
he had then bur as 2 Srewerto diſpoſe and expend them, to procure an everlaſting 
Tabernacle inthehigheſt heavens. Ehkp 
Hemedled little with them, bur left the taking of his accounts from his Officers 
to his Brothers: and when he began his Will at Waltham a yeare before his death, he 
underſtood not his owneeſtate ; nay till about fix weekes before his death, when his 
Accounts were delivered up and perfeed,hedid not fully know his owneeſtate: and 
therefore in his firſt draught of his Will,he gave burlittleto his kindred,doubting he 
mighr give away more than he had, and therefore in a Codicill annexed to his W:/, 
he doubled all his legacies to them, and made every handredto be two handred, and 
every two hundred to be foure hundred : And yet notwithſtanding this encreaſe, hee 
gave more to the maintenance of /earning, andthe poore, than to his kindred © His 
chariticand love of G © » and the poore, wasgreater in him, than Naterall affe ion ; 
and yer he roger not his naturall affeion to them. 
| It was faid of him, that in histime was held to be Delicies hominum ( Tits.) -<v- 


ſtinuit alieno, ut fi quis unquam : If everany man abſtained from that which was not 
his owne, he wasrhe man. This 15 aStruc ofthis moſt Reverend Prelate : he never 
rooke any mans goods, or right from him. Give me fſeave to adde a little more of 


him : Diffribuit ſus, ut ſiqus unquam ; It ever any ſtudied to diſperſe and diſtribute 
his owne, Either to kindred orto the poore, ſurely this is the Man. 

Neither did he ſtay to doe good and diſtriburerill his death,thar is,then gave his 
goodsto rhe poore,when he could keepe them no longer : Thefirſt place helived on, 
was Saint Giles ;there, I ſpeake my knowledge, I doe not ſay, he began; ſure I am, he 
continued his charity : his certaine Almes there, was ten ponnd per annum ; which was 
payed quarterly by equall portions, and twelve pence every Sunday hee came to 
Church,and five ſhillings at every Communion: and for many yeares,fihce he leftthar 
Cure, he ſent five pownd about Chriſtmaſſe, befides the number of gownes given to 
the poore of that Pariſh when he was Almoner. AndT havereafon to preſume the like 
of thoſe other Js mentioned in his if, to which hee alſo gave Legacies : to 
Saint Giles an hundred pound, where he had beene Yicar.To Alballowes Barkin, where 
he was borne, twentiepound, To Sgint Martins Ludgate, where he dwelt, five pound. 
ToSaint Andrewes in Holltrne where Ely-houſe ſtands tex pound. And to this Pariſh, 

of Saint Saviours in Southwarke where he died, twenty pound : which Pariſhes he hath 
remembred, for his Almestothe poore, when the land ſhall be purchaſed for che re- 
licfe and uſe of the poore. 

When hecameto Oxford, attending King 1am xs in theend of hisprogreſle, 
his cuſtome was to ſend #fite powwd to be diſtributed among poore Scholars, And the 
like heedid at Cambridge, in his Iourney to Ely. And leſt his left hand ſhould know 
what his right hand did, he ſent great Almes to many poore places, under other mens 


names; and he ſtayed NE none gh him, for he firſt _ them (as his 


ſervants imployed in that ſervicecan 
and Winchefter : And inthe laſt yeare of great 
Saint Saviours an hundred Marks. Belides ice 


e)as appearedat Farnham, at Waltham, 
Sickneſſe, hee gave in this Pariſh 
the yeare ore Thenſard fix bundred

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twentie;as I have my information from him, that kepr his bookes of Accouns and

delivered him the money,hegave in private Almes tothe ſirname of one rhouſundthree 

Thetorall of his pious and charitable worker mentioned in his Will,amounts to the 
ſumme of ſix thouſand three hundred twenty ſix pounds. Of which, to Pembroke-Hall, 
for the erection of two Fellowſbips, and other uſes mentionedin the Codicill, a rhow- 
ſand pound, to buy fiftie pound landger Annum, to that purpoſe. Belidesa Baſon and 
Emer, pre of —_ arias and ſome —_— ti #2 met 

To buy two pound per Annum, foure thouſand pound + Viz. for aged 
_ men, na met per CAnmm : for poore widowes, the wives of one iſ 

d fiftie - For the putting of poore orphans to-prentiſe, fiftie pound < to

He was alwayes a diligent and painefull Preacher : 'moſt of his Solemne Ser- 
mons he was moſt carefull of, and exact ; I'darefay, tew of them; bur rhey paſſed 
his hand, and were thrice reviſed, beforethey were preached : and he ever miſliked 
often and looſe preathung; withont ſtudie of: Antiquitie : and he would be bold with 
himſelfe, and ſay, when hee preached twice a day at Saint Giles, heeprated once : And 
when his weaknelle grew on him, and that by infirmirie of his body he grew unable 
to preach, he begantogoe littleto the Court, not ſo much for we ce; aSfor ina- 
bilitieropreach. 

After he cameto have an Epiſcopall houſe with a Chappell, he kept monthly Com- 
mK10ns ihyiolablyzyea,though himſelfe had receivedattheCourt,the ſame month; 
In which, his carriage was not onely decent and Ro buralſo exemplarie: he 
ever offered twice at the Altar, and ſo didevery oneot his Servants;to which purpoſe 
he gave them money, leſt it ſhould be burthenſorheto them. + 

Now before I cometo his laſt wemelcavetorell you;that privately he did 
mueb-ande fault and reproverhree fins, roo common, and reigning in this larter age. 
x. Yſury was one;from which, whar byhis Sermons, what by private conference 
withdrew many :- 2- Another was $5 for which he endured many troubles by 
Luare Impeait, and Duplex querela : as for himſelfe; heſeldomegavea Benefice or 
preferment to him that peri#zoned or made fats for ir: he rather ſenrformen of nore, 
that hee thought wanted preferment, and gavethern Prebexdls, and Benefices, under 
Seale, beforethey knew of it ; as to MF. Boys, and Ms. Fuller : The 3. and greateſt 
was Sacriledze, which hedid abhorre, as one principall cauſc among many, of the 
forren and Civill warres in Chriftendome, and invaſion of the Twrke, Wherein even 
the reformed, and otherwiſe the true profeſſours and ſervants of C u «1 s r, be- 
cauſe they tooke G o »'s portion, and rurnedit to publike prophane uſes;or to private 
advancements, did ſuffer juſt chaſtiſement and correQionart' G 0 »'s hand :- And 
homeit had beene obſerved, and he wiſhed ſome man would take the painestocol- 
le&, how many Families, that were raiſed by the ſpoiles of the Church, were now 
vaniſhed, and the place thereof knowes them no more. : 

And now I drawto anend. G o » 's Houſe is truly called; and-is indeed; Dom 
Orations, the Houſe of Prayer, it accompaniesall afts donein Go »'s Houle: of this 
Reverent Prelate, I, may ſay, vita ej#s vitaorationss, his lifewas alife of prayer : A 
great part of five houres every day, did he ſpendin- prayer and devotionto Go v, Af 


ter the death of his Brother Mr. Thomas Andrewes,in the ficknefſerime, whom helo- 
ved deerely, hebeganto foretell his owne death, before rheend of ſummer, or be.. 


fore the beginning of winter. And wheti his Brother M*, Nicolas Andrewes died,he 
rooke that as a certaine ſigne and prognoſticke, and warning of his owne death, and 
from that time till the houre of his diſſolution, hee ſpentall his time in prayer ; and 
his prayer booke,when he was private was ſeldome ſcene out of his hands : and in the 
time of his feaver and laſt ſickneſſe,befidesthe often p which were readto him, 
inwhich he repeated allthe parts of the Confeſſion and other petitions, withan au- 
dible voice, as long as his ſtrength endured, he did (ag was well obſerved by certaine 
tokens in him ) continually pray to himſelfe, thoughhe ſeemed —_— reſt or

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X flumber : And when he could pray no longer voce, with his voyce, yet dcubi &. ma. 


vibuc, by lifting up his eyes and hands he prayed(till: and when nec manus, necwex of- 


ficium faciumt ; both voice, and eyes, and $ failed 1n their office z then Corde, with 


—O_ hee (till prayed, untill ic pleaſed Goo to receive his bleſſed ſoule to 
e. | | 
And ſo, hujus mortalitas magis fora quimwvita; his Mortality hadan end, and he 
died peaceably and quietly inthe Lox Þ, but his {fe ſhall have no end : yea, then 
his life did begin, when his Morralitie made an end ; that was Natali, his birth-day,, 
September X. XV. being Mandy about foure of the clocke in the morning. So died 
he altorum majore damno, ſuo; with greater damageto others, even toall this 
Engliſh Churchand all-Chriſtendome, than to himſelfe : And Go » grant that ma.. 
ny Ages may beſo happie tobring forth and cnjoy ſuch a Prelate, ſo furniſhed with 
all endowments of /earning and knowledge, with innecencie and holineſſe of life, and 
with ſuchpretie and charitie, as he ſhewed in hislife and death. 
My concluſion is ſhort. I have ſpoken ſormewhart of this moſt revetent Prelate, 
but much ſhorr of his graces and worth: | In ſumme thus much : In his life he was 
Concionator & Scriptor potentiſſimus 3, a moſt powerfull Preacher; and Writer : in his 
deeds and actions he was potenttor:o& diutitruior, more powerfull and laſting. Death 
hath bereaved us of him z bur his life, and his workcs of learning, and his workes of 
piety and charity, I doubt not but Go Þ in His goodneſſc will makerhem Monu- 
mentum ere perenniws; 2 Monument more laſting than braſſe, and ſtoxe, even to the 
eomming of our LoxDd Cunisr. 4 | 
For, no doubt, while he lived, he {owed the fincere Word of life inthe ſoules of 
men, andin his life and death, poſuit eleemoſynam 1» ſinu pauperis; he put his Almes ine 
tothe boſome of the poore : and (hall ſay;0ravit pro eo; it prayed for him,and by it he 


procured himſclfea ſtrong Armie, and befatorexfortes, valiant ſouldiers, whoſe ma- 
ny prayers and bleſſings Go Þ could not reſiſt, rhe. rather becauſe they knewticre 


not ? that is too ſhorr,and the Text , Exoravir; it ſhall pray and prevaile 
to0: and he and they moan. PO at reſt and peace in heaven, and 
followes the Lambe whereſoever He goes. : 

- And after him ler us all ſend this blefling which the voice from heaven uttered, 


Write, Bleſſed are the dead, which die inthe Lonp. Forthe Lox », there was no 
cauſe he ſhould die ; bur he died #» the Lonp, becauſe he alwayes livedtothe Lox», 
and a happie death muſt needs accompany and crowne ſuch a lite. From henceforth, 
aith the Spirit, they re#t from their labours, all teares are wiped from their eyes, and 
all fighes from their hearts, and #heir workes follow them ;, Opera ſequuntur, & opera 
ecedunt ;their workes goe before them : ſo no doubt, bur his workes have done, as 
the prayer and Almes, and fuZing of Cornelius did; they have procured a place for 
him in heaven, and his workes ſhall foſow him, and the fame of him ſhall ſtirre up 
many to follow his example. | 
And ſo I end, beſecching G o »,to givetous all,as He gave tohim,our parts in 
the fir#t Reſt des, Gem ſinne to grace : And togranttohim, and all che 
fairhfull, and Saints departed, and usall with him, a joyfull Reſar- 
rectionto everlaſting life and gloryin Iz $us 
Cuni $ Ty AMEN, 
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
